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THE WAR TAX. 


The Senate Passes the Resolution Refund- 
ing the Money. 

WASHINGTON, February 4.—I1n the senate 
Mr, Hoar from the judiciary committee, re- 
ported back, with an amendment in the nature 
of a substitute, the house jeint resolation au- 
thorizing an investigation of the books, ac- 
counts and methods of the Pacific railroads 
which have received aid from the United 
States. He asked that the substitate be read 
and moved that the matter be taken up for con- 
sideration. 

Mr. Hale said that the substitute was a long 
document, and he objected to its immediate 
consideration. 

Mr. Hoar said that the substitute had the ap- 
probation of all members of the judiciary com- 
mittee, although he had dissented from it him- 
self. He thoughtit might pass the senate 
without discussion. 

Mr. Hale said he did not know that he was 
op sed to it, but he thoughtit had better go 
over, 

The joint resolution was placed on the calen- 
dar, and Mr. Hoar gave notice that he should 
cajl itup for action at the first possible moment. 

The resolution retains nothing but the en- 


acting clanse of the measure as it passed the} 


house. It authorizes the president to appoint! 
three commissioners at $750 per month each 
Section two makes it the duty of the commis-} 
sion to examine into the workings and finan- 
cial management of all the Pacific railroads 
that have received aid from the government in 
bonds; to see whether their obligations to the 
government have been complied with; whether 
the books and accounts have been kept so as to 
show their net earnings; whether there has 
been a diversion of the earnings through the 
constructive mileage allowances or for improper 
purposes; whether there has been discrimina- 
tion of rates; whether any, and how much 
money, is due the United States on account of 
erroneous accounts or settlements made by 
said rouds. The commissioners are directed to 
ascertain and report the names of all stock- 
holders of each of the companies: from its or- 
ganization down; salaries over $5,000 now, or 
at any time, paid to officers;-the homes of per- 
sous who have received bonus and donations, 
and ull payments made under the head of 
legal expenses. The commissioners are requir- 
cd to consider and report whether the jnter- 
ests of the United States require any extefsion 
of time for the performance of obligations of 
the companies, and what further security it 
is expedient that the companies should 
give. The commission is armed with full 
power to command the attendance of witnesses 
and the production of books and papers. One 
bundred thousand dollars is appropriated for 
the purposes of investigation. Whenever, in 
the opinion of the president, it isdeemed nec- 
essary to the protection of the interests of the 
vevernment, the secretary of the treasury shall 
clear off a paramount lien, mortgage or other 
encumbrance, and it is made the daty of the 
atiorney general to take necessary proceedings 
in the courts for such redemption and to fore- 
close any mortgages and liens of the United 
States in respect of such railroad property. 
Section 5 provides that from and after July 
1, 1887. there sha}l be charged to the Central 
Pacific division, the Pacific Central branch of 
the Union Pacific Railway company, Sioux City 


; and Pucitic Railway company, and Kansas Pa- 
cile 


Kailway company 40 per cent Of the 
net ¢arnings, in place of 25 per cent provided 
for in the act of May 7, 1875, so far as the same 
rcspects the companies mentioned in said act,

‘Lhe resolution offered by Mr. Call yesterday, 
while the doors were closed, making daily ses- 
sions from 11 a.m. to 9 p. m., was taken up and 
referred to the committee on appropriations. 

(he bill for holdinga term of the United 
Siates cirenit court at Texarkana, Texas, was 
tuken up, amended and passed. 

The senate then proceeded to the considera 
tion of the senate pill to credit and pay tothe 
several states and territories and the District 
of Columbia, all moneys collected under the 
direct tax levied by the act of August 5. 1561. 

Mr. Sherman advocated and explained the 
bill. He said that it had been several times 
recommended by thetreasury department, 
partly as an act of justice, and partly 
to relieve the department of legal complica- 
tions. Itreferred to the tax of twenty millions 
impcesed during the war upon all states, north 
and south. Tothose northern states which 
paid it promptly, a discount of fifteeu percent 
bas been allowed, but some few ofthose stites 
did not pay promptly, and since the war some of 
it had been collected from some of the southern 
states. The charges for the quota due by the 
southern states stood against them on the books 
of the treasury, and the amounts due to them 
from the treasury could not be paid while 
these charges stood there. Under these cir- 
cumstances, three or four secretaries of tho 
treasury had recommended that out of the 
overflowing treasury there be paid back to the 
states the amounts received from them, and 
that the other states be credited with their 
share of taxes. The bill was manifestly just. 
It had been uniformly recommended by the 
treasury department and had been unanimous- 
ly recommended by the committee on finance. 
The aggregate amount to be refunded would 
be about fourteen or fifteen millions. 

Mr. VanWyck argued against the bill asa 
part of a general scheme to deplete the treas- 
uty. Ifthe southern states were not able to 
pay their quota of that direct tax he would 
have the debt forgiven tothem. People who 
paid tax would derive no advantage from the 
bill. His belief was that this was only one of 
the kindred propositions to deplete the treas- 
ury so that there would be no apparent excuse 
for granting what the people really demanded 
—a reduction of taxation, which now weighed 
heavily on them. 

After further discussion the bill was passed: 
veas 53, nays 1 ( VanWyck). 

The bill directs the secretary of the treasury 
to credit to each state and territory and to the 
Distriet of Columbia a sum equal to all the col- 
lections made from them under the direct tax 
act. It remits and relinquishes all of the tax 
still due, and it appropriates a snfficientamount 
to reimburse the states for all moneys found 
due to them under the provisions fof this act, 
to bef{paid to their respective governors; pro- 
vided that where taxes have been collected 
from citizens, either directly or by the sale of 
property, the amount shall be held in trust for 
them or their legal representatives by the re- 
spective states. 

The senate then resumed consideration of the 
railroad attorney bill. 

After a speech by Mr. Wilson, of lowa, in 
favor of the principle of the bill, the first vote 
wastaken on an amendment offered by Mr. 
licar, making it unlawfol 
congress to acceptgemployment as an attorney 
in opposition to the’ United States, in any case 
to which the United States may bea party, or in 
which its interests may be concerned, or from 
any subsidized railroad company, if sucha mem- 
bers have cause to believe that measures speci- 
ally affecting the interests of such railroad are 
pending before congress, or are about to be so 
pending during his term of office. 

The amendment, which was in the nature 
of a substitute to the original bill, was agreed 
to: yeas 26, nays 21. 

A leng discussion followed upon another 
amendment offered by Mr. Sauisbury, intended 
as a substitute for the bill as it stood after the 
adoption of Mr. Hear’s substitute. 

Mr. Saulsbury’s amendment did not provide 
punishment for the offense described in the 
bill, but merely placed the seal of condemna- 
tion upon it.

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LABOR’S STRUGGLE. 


SITUATION OF THE STRIKE ON THE 
RIVER PIERS. 


More Work Goingon by New Men—The Loading of 
Vessels Progressing Slowly—-New Men Im- 
ported From Philadelphia and Cincinnati 
~The Rict in Jersey City, Ecc, 


New York, February 4.--There wasa slight 
improvement in the condition of affairs on the 
river fronts this morning. The steamship 
companies are slowly recovering from the 
stagnation to business that the strike at first 
caused, and are moving freight with more dis- 
patch than on any of the past four or five 
days. Nowhere is this more noticeable than 
the East river front. Steamers gre being got 
away on their regular sailing days, and freight 
lines are once more receiving and delivering 
goods. In most cases work on steamer piers 
are being done by green men and on freight 
lines by the deck hands of freight boats. 

Tramp steamers are being discharged and 


loaded by their own crews, assisted by Italian | 


or other noh-union men. The Ward line 
steamer “Cienfuegos” sailed with a full cargo 
stored away by green hands. It is not con- 
sidered there will be any danger to the vessel 
arising from a shifting of the cargo as she 
etrikes heavy breakers off Hatteras, as the 
work was done under the supervision of an old 
foreman. ‘The steamer “Niagara” is being 
loaded today, and will he ready to sail on time 
tomorrow. ‘There are about twenty old hands 
at work on thisdock. Taoey were given an 
advance of 40 cents for day work and 69 cents 
for night work. 

At the Bristol line dock the¥steamer ‘“‘War- 
wick’’ was discharged, with her own crew and 
fifty Italians. The reguiarmen did not put 
in an appearance when the boat arrived. 
The “Alamo,” of the Mallory line, isstill at the 
dock. When she will be ready to sail no one 
can tell, but an effort will be made to get her 
cargo in tomorrow. The “City of Saa An- 
tonio”’ and ‘*Lampasus” are also docked wait- 
ing to be discharged. 

The strike is growing in Brooklyn. The coal 
cart drivers and shovelers in the vards along 
Gowaunu’s canalj struck today. The weighers’ 
helpers have returned to work since their pay 
was increased. Police are guarding the non- 
union Italians and others working along the 
there, ‘There are big piles of freight oh the 
pier andleng linesof trucks outside. Very 
little freight is offered at the Hartford freight 
line pier 25, but plenty of work fur green 
hands to do to reduce the stock of freight out- 
side the dock on the streets. 

At the New Hayen line, pier 26, there were 

sany colored men at work on the deck. They 
were mostly deck hands off of boats. Freight 
isbeing received, but in smaller quantities 
than usual. 

The Baltimore and Ohio 
pier was open, but there 
work, 

At the Clyde steamship company’s dock the 
‘Seminole’ was being discharged. The men 
were chiefly Italians and Hebrews. They 
made but slow progress. These men are lodged 
and boarded on the “Gulf Stream,’ which has 
been laid up for some time. 

The Long Island railroad freight depot, pier 
32,is blocked with freight and had a large 
force of men at work. ‘The Bridgeport Steam- 
ship company, at pier 55, had all the freight it 
could handle, In consequence of the shut down 
on the New Haven line much more freight has 
Leen received here. The freight hand!ers are 
aii regular moen and are paid fixed wages. No 
treuble has been had nor is anticipated. here. 
The Clyde daily Philadelphia line, at pier 33, 
cpepned up this morning, but very little freight 
was offerrd. Only a few men were at work. 
The men on the pier of the New England, who 
turncd out yesterday, refused to go back this 
morning except their d@émands were complied 
with.- The Red D line steamer “Caracas’’. is 
being leadcd by non union men, 

At the headquarters of the ocean association 
today, it was said that Smith and McNell had 
agreed to supply a quantity of provisions for 
the families of the strikers and that many 
landlords had agreed not to press them for 
rent. Supplies were offered also by the butch- 
ers and bakers. The strikerson the pier of 
the New Haven and Hartford railroad, East 
river, Were today admitted into the union, 
This makes over 400 admitied this week. The 
cauikers and joiners at work repairing the 
“Guyandotte,’” the Old Dominion*steamer, 
that was damaged by the explosion of an in- 
fernal machine, struck today out of sympathy 
with the freight handlers, Their places will 
be filled tomorrow by non-union men. The 
coopers employed along the piers with the 
mill-wrights joined the strike today. The 
painters and mechanics onthe Guion line 
struck teday. 

The Old Dominion people experience great 
difficulty in loading. They cannot tell when 
the “Guyandotte” or any other vessel will be 
ready to sail. The ‘‘Elpaso,” of the Morgan line, 
is Jaid up at the pier. 

JERSEY City, February 4.—Sergeant Heath, 
of Grove street police station, at noon today 
arrested John O'Neill and James Donelson, 
freight hendlers, for inciting riot. They are 
recognized by the police asthe ringleaders of 
last night’s trouble. More arrests are expected. 
A large crowd of striking longshoremen and 
freight handlers were assembled today at the 
corner of Provost street and Pavonia avenue. 
Chief Murphy had a large squad of policemen 
held in readiness to move at a moment's no- 
tice. Special officers and Captain McKaig with 
a squad of policemen are protecting the yards. 
One hundred more special officers were sworn 
in today by ‘City Clerk Scott to pro- 
tect the Erie’s yard. The _ stri- 
kers revisited the Erie yards again 
at 4 o'clock this morning and drove the switch- 
men and brakemen out. As soon as the strik- 
ers left the men returned. This morning there 
were about 500 Italians working on the docks 
and a dozen men in the Erie freight station. 
The brakemen and switchmen employed in 
the Erie yards had a conference this morning, 
and deliberated about joining the strikers. 

The midnight express on the Pennsylvania 
railroad brought 175 Italians last night from 
Philadelphia and Cincinnati to work on the 
Red Star steamship dock. They were escorted 
to the dock by the police without any demon- 
stration from the strikers. There is no trouble 
in the Pennsylvania railroad yaris, and the 
men are working without any interference 
from the strikers. 
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A PHILADELPHIA STRIKE. 


Three Hundred Men Quit Work at a Nut and 
Bolt Factory. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., February 4.—Over 
three hundred men, employed in the nut, bolt 
and rivet works of Hoppes & Townsend,struck 
at 11 o’clock this morning. The strikers made 
no demonstration on going out,and imme- 
diately left the vicinity of the works. The 
strike was authorized by; district assembly 
No. 1, Knights of Labor. One of the strikers 
Saia: 

‘Since last December twenty men have been 
discharged for no reason buc that they were 
Knights of Labor,and we have tried every 
method to have them taken back, or arbitrate 
on the matter, but having failed in this, there 
was nothing for us to do but strike. Oar de- 
mands are for the reinstatement of the men 
wlio were discharged withonut{cause.”’ 

About 200 men remained at work. Mr. 
Hoppes said that the works would continue tae 
caine as before, and steps will be taken at once 
to get men to take the places of the strikers. 
He saié the discharged workmen, for whose 
reinstatement the employes have gone on 4 
strike, were dismissed because they were dis- 
satisfied, and not because they belonged to any 
organization. Members of the firm say post- 
tively that they will not take back the dis- 
charged men, andthe men say that nothing 
clse Will satisfy them, so that along and

Bive Pennsylvania Firms Yield to the De- 
mands.

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THE LOCKSMITH ’S STORY. 


Investigation of Alleged Fraud in the Third 
District of New Jersey, 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., February 4.—Startling 
evidence was presented before the New Jersey 
assembly election committee, in Camden, to- 
day, by the republicans, to prove that the bal- 
lot box of Centre township was opened by the 
democrats and enough yotes changed from 
Haines to Purley to insure the election of the 
latter on a recount. 

Wm. Chap:bley, a locksmith, of Philadel- 
phia, was placed on the stand and his testi- 
mony caused a sensation in the courtroom. In 
answer to questions by the republican counsel, 
he said: 

“I was sent forto come over to New Jersey 
to open a box and went and opened it. It was 
in Jast November. It was an awful 
dark and stormy night. I crossed 
by the ferry. There was one man with me. 
When we got across, we got in a carriage. I 
don’t know the man. We drove around the 
corner. Then another man got in with a 
friend who came across the river with me. 
We drove up the country a good distance, and 
stopped when we got to the place where the 
box was. It was a private dwelling. All three 
got out. ll] wasthe last one in. There was no 
one there. I carried my tools, lockpick, files 
screwdrivers, etc., with me. I opened the box 
It was that box (pointing to the Center town- 
ship box). That is the one operated 
tpen. It had three locks. I picked it open. 
There were papers in it. but I did not see what 
they were. Then I unscrewed the locks and 
wade keys to fitthem. Those keys I gave to 
the men. After 1 opened the box and made 
the keys I was paid $10 by one ofthe men. 
Zhen 1 entered acarriage and was driven 
nearly to the railroad station and I went home. 

On cross-examination by McDonald, counsel 
for the democrats, witness said he had never 
been arrested and had never opened but one 
ballot-box before. He thought he wa3 merely 
doing an ordinary piece of work, and had no 
idea he was committing a crime. 

Mr. McDermott asked that the witness be 
deiained and Chairman Matthews directed the 
sergeant-at-arms to take bim into custody. 
Republican counsel objected to what they 
claimed was an attempt to terforize the witness.

3y a vote of three to two, the committee sus- 
tained Chairman Matthews, and the sergeant- 
at-srms was instructed to take witness in 
charge and see that he did not leave the state. 

The committee then adjourned until later in 
the afterneon. The republicans claim that 
they will sustain Chambley’s evidence by 
other testimony, and that they have discovered 
the details of a democratic conspiracy to change 
the result in the third district. 


COLLIDED ON THE BAR. 


The Steamer City of Atlanta Cuts Down the 
Schooner Fred Chase. 

CHARLESTON, S.C., February 4—In cross* 
ing Charleston bar today, the schooner Fred 
W. Chase from New York, collided with the 
steamship City of Atlanta, bound for New York, 
and was cutdown tothe water-line. The 
Chase was in tow of the tug Monarch qben the 
collision occurred. The anchor of the” Chase 
was knocked overboard, her hawser parted and 
she went on the breakersof Folly island, and 
will go to pieces. The sea wasso rough that 
neither the tug or the revenue cutter 
McCullough could reach her. Captain John 
H. Mason, a crew of seven men and Pilot 
Fischer are on board, and cannot be taken off 
until tomorrow. The schooner is on the break- 
ers near the life-saving station on Morris's 
island, and, although in great peril. it is 
thought that the crew will be saved. At the 
time of the collision a gale was blowing and the 
sea was terribly rough. No blame can attach 
to the Atlanta, which proceeded on her way to 
New York.

A ROMANTIC TRAGEDY. 


A Deluded Indiana Girl Dies by Her Own 
fand. 

ELKBART, Ind., February 4.—The village of 
Millersburg, seven miles east of Goshen, | 
been thrown into an unusual state of excite- 
ment by the suicide of Miss Achsha, the 
daughter of W. E. Hoffman, a wealthy farmer, 
residing near by. 

It appears that for two years past a young 
man had been paying Miss Hoffman atten- 
tions, and she was deeply attached to him. 
It was understood until recently that the 
couple would be married soon. It seems, 
however, that Miss Hoffman discovered a few 
weeks ago that the gentleman was becoming 
particular in his attentions to another young 
lady in Goshen. This had a very depressing 
effect upon her, and she became despondent. 

Mr. Hoffman, Ris himself living on a farm, 
is the owner of town residence which was 
cecupied by a Mr. Donaldson and his family, 
but with two rooms reserved for Mr. Hoffman’s 
use when in town, where different members of 
his family often remained over all night. Last 
Tuesday Achsha went to Goshen, and, not re- 
turning that evening, little was thought of the 
matter; but Friday,a sister, passing through 
the rooms while in town, saw a hand protrud- 
ing from under the bedclothes. At the time 
she thought nothing of it, but Friday night 
she told her parents. Mrs. Hoffman, who had 
by this time become thoroughly frightened at 
Achsha’s prolonged absence, insisted on her 
husband going to town to see for himself. Ac- 
cordingly he went, and, upon entering the 
room, found his daughter dead in bed. Beside 
the bed, where it had fallen from the lifeless 
hand, lay an invitation to attend the wedding 
of her recreant lover to another girl. 

Investigation showed that Miss Hoffman had 
gone to town on receipt of the invitatinn, pur- 
chased a quantity of chloroform and bromide 
of potassium, and had then returned to her 
room and deliberately made preparations for 
ber death. After making a very careful toilet 
and writing two letters—one. toa sister and 
another to a favorite aunt---she lay down upon 
the bed, taking three handkerchiefs, all of 
which she had saturated with chloroform, 
placibg them upon her face, and then drew a 
hocd down over her face. A physician gave it 
as his opirion thatshe had been dead about 
thirty neurs when discovered, so that she un- 
doubtedly took the chloroform Thursday after- 
neon as soon as she had completed ‘her letters. 
The letters stated that disappointment in love 
was the cause of the suicide. 


AT HIS MOTAHER’S GRAVE. 


——_— 


A Devoted Son Driven to Insanity Destroys 
His Life. 

NEW YorRK, February 4.—Harry M. Getty, 
twenty-one years of age, whose residence was 
in New York, committed suicide on his moth- 
ers grave, in the East Moriches cemetery, 
Long Island. He had severed the arteries in 
his wrist with a smail pecket knife, which was 
found lying beside him. The young man’s 
mother died about five years ago. She had led 
an unhappy life with her husband, and the 
couple separated about seven years ago. Both 
were devotedly attached to their children, and 
the boy Harry fairly worshipped his mother, 
and when she died, his grief knew no bounds. 
It is thought that his griefdrove him crazy. 
For the past two years he has been employed 
ina down-town New York house, and it was 
his habit to visit his mother’s grave every Sun- 
day. Last Friday he disappeared, and no one 
knew of his whereabouts until his lifeless body 
was found lying at full length on the grave of 
his mother. <A coroner’s jury was hastily em- 
panelled, and they rendered a verdict of sui- 
cide. But little other than the above could be 
learned regarding the history of the suicide. 


ENGLAND IN EGYPT. 


A Motion in Parliament Demanding an 
Immediate Withdrawal. 


LONDON, February 4.—In the house of com- 
mons this afternoon, Mr. Cremer, radical, 
moved an #mendment to the address in reply 
tothe queen’s speech, demanding the imme- 
diate recall of all British forces in Egypt. 

Sir Wilfred Lawson, radical, in seconding 
the motion, said: 

We have raised the funded debt of Egypt from 
£90,000,0C0 to £100,000,000, slaughtered many 
thousands of . natives, crippled the national 
ebhamber, bombarded the principal city of the 
ccuntry under circumstances of the greatest 
horror, increased taxation. promoted horrible de- 
hauchery in the capital, sown dissensions between 
the khedive and the people. and crushed ont the 
first little sparks of independence that has been 
seen In the eastern nations for ages past. 

Sir James Ferguson, parliamentary secretary 
to the foreign office, condemned this overdrawa 
picture of the English occupation of Egypt. He 
said that the occupation was initiated at thee 
instance and under the mandate of Europe to 
prevent Egypt from falling to pieces on account 
of interior troubles. The goverament, he de- 
clared, were doing what they could to redace 
the force in Egypt, and it would shortly be 
limited to 5,000 men. 

Mr. Caine argued that Luropeans. who get 
most out of Egypt, ought to bear the chief 
burdews of taxation. If liquor shops were 
allowed to carry on business, they ought to be 
heavily taxed. England ought to ask the 
powers to consent toa proper system of taxa- 
tion for ruling the conntry.and if they refused, 
she should evacuate and leave Egypt to itself. 
Mr. Caine said in conclusion: 

“Unless we have a free hand we shall sooner 
or later tind ourselves involved with the 
powers, who will ivsist upon our coming Out 
Ee pt.’ 

Hon. W. H. Smith defended the covern- 
ments policy. He said the evacuation of 
Egypt by England would throw that country 
inte a state of anarchy. 

Mr. Cremers’s amendment was rejected 
vote of 263 to 97.

Paris, February 4.—M. Lacroix intimated 
in the lobby of the chamber of deputies today 
that he intended to put a question te Premier 
Goblet, in order to give him a chanceto make 
a public statement regarding the political situa- 
tion. M. Goblet, on receiving notice from M. 
Lacroix, replied that he considered a discus- 
sicn on the subject unnecessary, after the - re- 
peated declarations by himself and M. De Frey- 
cinet, that the sentiments and policy of France 
were pacific,and that if afresh declaration 
were unnecessary from a political point of 
view, they were equally soin the financial 
world. Headded that he had a conviction, 
supported by undoubted evidence, that the 
Bourse panic was exclusively the work ofspec 
ulators. 

Pakis, February 4.—Count VonMunster, 
German ambassador, visited M. Flourens, min- 
ister for foreign affairs, yesterday, and received 
renewed assurance of the pacific intentions of 
France toward Germany. It is stated that 
Germany has not made complaint of the arm- 
aments which France has been making. 

At a meeting of the left center party in the 
senate yesterday. M. Dauphin, president, 
said he was firmly convinced 
that peace would be preserved, 
General Boulanger denies that any oflicial in 
the war department office has said that the 
mobilization of French troops was imminent. 
It-cemi-officially denied that French reserves 
in England have been recalled. 

M. De Cassagnac, in his paper, L’Autorite, 
appeals to General Boulanger, who, hesays, 
bas dreampt too openly of his country’s great- 
ness, to resign in order to preserve France from 
the horrors of war. The appeal continues: 

your spontaneous departure will show that we 
are determined to do everything possible for peace. 

If then, it is seen that your name was merely a pre- 
text for this gratuitous and dishonest quarrel, we 
will not be the last to acclaim you our leader 
sgainst our implacable enemy. 

BERLIN, February 4.--The Post denies that 
Emperor William, in recently announcing that 
the reserves would be ealled out for rifle dri, 
declared that there would be no war. All that 
the emperor said, according to the Post, was 
that it was necessary for the reserves to learn 
to handle the new repeating rifle. 

Prince Hohenloe, governor of Alsace-Lor- 
taine, will give a grand ball at Metz on Mon- 
day and a dinner at Strausburg on Wednesday, 
in honor of the committee of the provincial 
assembly. 

Berlin papers report that General Boulanger, 
French war minister, made a flying visit te 
the fortified town of Verdun today, and that he 
rode as far as Amenweileroa the Ger- 
man frontier, making a strategic reconnois- 
ance. Frontier advices contradict the version 
of the Paris press, that the object of the con- 
struction of military huts at Corcieux is to ac- 
commodate invalided soldiers at the frontier 
forts. Onthe contrary, dispatches of cavalry 
now going to the huts do not form a part of 
the garrison furces.

GERMANY AND,THE VATICAN. 


Cardinal Jacobini Conveys to the Center 
Parties the Wishes ofthe Pope. 

MuNICcH, February 4.—Cardinal Jacobini, 
papal secretary of state, in answer to an inqui- 
ry made by Baron Frankenstein through the 
papal nuncio here, as to whether the curia re- 
garded the existence of the center parity as ~ 
superfluous, in which case the baron declared 
many members of the party would resign, in- 
forms Baron Frankenstein that the pope ac- 
knowledges the cervices of members of the 
center party and urges them to continue in 
work and complete the removal of exceptional 
ecclesiastical laws affecting the Roman Cathe- 
lic church in Germany and to ameliorate the 
position of German Catholics and 
the pope. The pope. the cardinal 
further “says, admits the center party’s 
liberty of action in non-ecclesiastical matters, 
but says that the septennate question em- 
braces religious and moral considerations which 
justify him in expressing the opinion that he 
may expect from the center party conciliation 
towards a measure beneficial in effect in a final 
revision of the May laws, and he hopes in this 
case to work through the center party to main- 
tain peace. In addition to this, Cardinal Ja- 
cobini says the pope desires to meet the views 
of Emperor Williams and Prince Bismarck, 
and thereby induce the powerful German Em- 
pire to improve the position of the papacy. 
The pope asks that all of the center party . 
throughout Germany be notified o ‘the views 
of the holy see.

The oldest one testi- 
fied “that on the morning the crm:2 was 
committed her father came in and was abusing 
her mother, and while they were quarreling 
the pistol fell from the mantelpiece to the floor 
and was discharged, the ball entering the 
woman’s head. The other daughter testified 
that she was standing with her back to the 
victim and heard the pistol fire, and turned. 
As she turned she testifies she saw her 
father throw the pistol to the floor. 
Another sable-hued witness swore that he 
heard Henry say that morning while 
walking together that he was _ going 
home and was going to “aise 
h— when he got there. The testimony of 
these witnesses not being sufficient, an autopsy 
was ordered by the court. The victim died 
Friday afternoon and on Saturday Dr. Worsham 
probed the wound and asserted that the ball 
could not have come from a pistol fired from 
the floor asit was horizontally through the 
head, The body wasexhumed Tuesday, and 
an autopsy held by Drs. McHatton, Mann 
and Worsham. The head was opened 
and it was ascertained that Dr.Worsham’s asser- 
tion was the correct one.

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A NIGHT OF TERROR. 


An Incident fof the Late War—Heroic Con- 
duct of an Old Lady. 
From the New Orleans Globe-Denoerat. 


[A noble southern woman, resident of one of the 
CoUDITY parishes Of this state, writes: ‘I eend you 
a:impie sSiatement of facts of an i t tmat 
he ppened during the late war—1%3, January. You 
can revise itif you wish; but the incidents are 
iru@, ena the other day I thought it might be ia- 
teresting tosome. My nusband would have writ- 
ten it out lopg ago, but he is now an invalid.and 
unable to doit. “lama subscriber for your iuter- 
esting paper and regard it more highly than any 
vikher southern paper.’'4 


At the ''t!le village of W——, some 300 miles 
above New Orleans, in the winter of 1853, 
while starding alone in the upper story of my 
old hcuse, thinking of the loved one eo far 
away, fighting for bome and all that was dear 
to him—for he had left me not long ago a bride, 
realizing life as life’s young dream, with every- 
thing so bright and beautiful before me—my 
attention was arrested by the approach of a 
gunboat and the landing of afew white fed- 
eral so'd‘ers and about 300 negro soldiers. 

I was filled with terror. Our friends, -all 
whocou!ld bear arms, were gone; only a few old 
men left to protect the women and children of 
our small town. My mother (a widow) and I, 
her youngest daughter, with three old and 
faithful servants were left in the old home. 

As the soldiers marched by our house we 
could count cnly ten white oflicers to 300 ne- 
gro soldiers. Ina few days they committed all 
kinds of deprcedations. During’ the stillness of 
night you could hear a stray shot, and next 
morning there would be a few less fowls to 


feed. 

Our faithful servant went out and learned 
allshe could. She would say tome: “Miss E., 
don't goto the windows; keep quiet.’’ For 
weeks | wasas a prisoner in my own house. 
The troops sacked the town; even the church 
was not cxcippt 

One Sabbath morning my mother and I felt 
more than usually depressed. No friendly 
faces, except those ef our own faithful sery- 
ants; no relative or friend near; cut of from 
the tuwn by guards and pickets, our situation 
was indeed deplorable. 

As nizht «came on we wept together, my mo- 
ther and J, although when 9 o'clock struck we 
committcd ourselves to “Him who is ever 
near;’ hut cur girl whispered: Sleep in 
your dsrk dressing wrapper for fear some- 
thing will happen. We lie down, the girl on a 
pallet b sides us We could hear the firm 
tread ofthe pickets, After awhile footsteps on 
the outcr steps. They drew nearer, coming to 
our window that opened on the gallery. Qur 
hearts beat and our fears were being. realized. 
My mother sprung from the bed, and, seizing 
an ax, she knocked the bayonet from the gun 
as he placed it in the blind to raise the catch. 

It sceined as it my old mother was filled with 
courege suchas heroes are, The sentinel ut- 
tered a terrible cath and said he would come 
in. My mother embraced me and led me to 
our sittingroom. She locked me in while she 
went to battle with the foe. 

I knew not what todo: but prayed God to 
give me wisdom to act. Since then I have had 
a firm, unhesitating belief in Providential in- 
terference, 

I opened the window: although it was four- 
teen fcet from the ground. I gave the leap in 
darkness, rainy, cold and freezing. My mother 
prayed me not to think of her, but to save my- 
self for him who was so far away. 

| cannot remember how I acted, only I knew 
where the pickets were, and how I could evade 
them by crawling on the ground. Without 
shoes 1 went through three osage hedges, and 
when I knew myself had fallen into a ditch of 
water, my clothes completely saturated, and 
when | would try to wring the water from 
them it would turn to ice. 

I wanted to get to our nearest neighbor, who 
was on the next plantation, bat could not. I 
crept on bandsand knees toour cotton gin, 
thinking to hide there: but when I reached it 
I was afraid the sentinel would come there for 
shelter from the raim and then I went to the 
barn and climbed in and hid myselfon top of 
the corn. 

The memory of that night can neverbe ef- 
faced from my memory. Not knowing what 
bad become of ourbeloved mother, cold, wet 
and weary, [thought I could not survive the 
night. Itseemed yearstome. I thought my 
hair would certainly be white, alone, among so 
many fees. But the longest night sometimes 
has an ending. When dawn appeared I 
went to the house of our. kind. 
h -arted overseer, who had been 
with us for years. I tapped gently at his door 
and called him. He sprang to the door, and 
as he saw me, wet, chilled and in such a pitia- | 
ble condition, exclaimed: “My God, Mrs. M., 
is it you!” 

I could net move. He took me by the hand 

nd led me to the fire, and the tears ran down 
hischeeksas he looked atme. He called in 
some ofthe wemen. They rubbed me, and 
gave me sore of their clothing to put on, until 
| eculd get to the house. 

Mr. ©. and some women led me home, and 
there I fon 18 captain and some of his 
snbhordinates, an vo or three friends of ours 
from the v. iy mother fainted on see- 
ing me, for she thought that the soldiers had 
thrown ine into the river. as nothing could be 
seen but C beneath the 
window, 

The next night a kind doctor from W—— 
extractcd the therns from my feet. My 
mother and | went downto his house until I 
could cet a permit from the provost marshal to 
go into the country, and from there could 
casily join my husband, who was a surgeon in 
the regular armv. 

The negro soldiers abused and struck down 
my mother because she would not inform them 
where I and my niece were. The git] saysshe 
helped my mothe? up stairs, and then jumped 
from the window to see what had become of 
me. She saw me go through the hedges, but 
could not keep un with me. 

When I lock back upon 
homes were desolated and 
prevailed, J] think it 
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that time when 
aréign of terror 
so strange such perfect 
peace and unity should prevail between the 
noith aud south now: Lam glad the bloody 
chasm is bridged over and we are united again, 
but to think of homes desolated and trials that 
the north can never know and of how the south 
has suffered, makes our task of forgetting and 
forgiving hardér than theirs.

Attacking the President. 

The Nashville Union is of the opinion that 
Brother Watterson’s recent attacks on the 
president are intended to have the eflect of 
defeating him for a renomination by eonsoli- 
dating the party on some such person as 
Morrison or Carlisle. Undoubtedly there is 
a scheme of some kind behind the unreason- 
able criticism with which Brother Watterson 
is deluging the president, but it can hardly 
be possible that he expects to defeat Mr.

We remember Brother Watterson’s threats 
and boasts before the Chicago convention. The 
free-traders were to gather in force and insist 
on a free-trade plank and a tariff for revenue 
only. We remember also that Brother Wat- 
terson was badly whipped out. The plat- 
form adopted by that convention was essen- 
tially a protective platform, and on it Mr. 
(levéland was elected. But before he was 
elected, the president indorsed the protec- 
tion plank, and he has reiterated this in- 
dorsement in his recent message. 

This may be the secret of Mr. Watterson’s 
attack. There may be an attempt on the 
part of Morrison and Carlisle, backéd by the 
whisky ring, to defeat Mr. Cleveland’s re- 
nomination, and thusreturn the republicans 
to power, but it will fail, just as Brother 
Watterson failed to engratt a free-trade 
p'ank on the Chicago platiorm.

The Century Magazine, which has always 
turned a tender side to southern writers, 
will print during the year an unusually 
large number of contributions from southern 
authors.

The tact to which we desire to call atten- 
tion, however, is this: That the Century 
Magazine bas always given a hearing to 
southern writers, no matter how obscure 
they may be. The list of those who find a 
warm welcome in the pages of the Century 
would contain the names o!nearly all who 
have made a reputation since the war. In 
other words, the Century has offered, and 
still offers, to southern talent, all the ad- 
vantages of a distinctively southern maga- 
Zine. 
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High License in New York. 

Henry George was unpardonably rude 
when he compared the warring temperance 
factions to ‘‘a Jot of vats.”’ 

(;ood men may differ as to the true solu- 
tion of the temperance problem, but we be- 
lieve tbat in the end they will unite upon a 
reasonable compromise. The situation in 
New York justifies this belief. 

The excise committee in the legislature 
has been considering Dr. Crosby’s high li- 
cense bill. Among the gentlemen summoned 
before the committee was ex-Judge Davis 
who claimed that three-fourths of the crime 
in New York was due to drinking. Yet he 
said that he was not a believer in prohibition 
lor the simple reason that prohibition meant 
freerum. Asthe best that could be done 
he favored a measure that would restrain 
the tiaflic and help pay its indirect cost to 
the city. General Swayne gave the commit- 
tee some convincing testimony as to the suc- 
cess of the high license system in Ilinois and 
Ohio. 

The Mail and Express in an editorial advo- 
eating Dr. Crosby’s bill says: 

It would, we think, clear the controversy of a 
great deal of irrelevant discussion, if the word ‘‘li- 
cense’’ were entirely eliminated and the fitter and 
much more moral word *‘tax’’ weresubstituted. The 
grounds on which Dr. Crosby’s bill is sustained and 
sustainabie are those which logically require that 
the amounts demanded for the privilege of jpursu- 
ing avery peculiar and noxious tratlic should be 
regarded in the light of taxes, and not as license 
fees, for the licensing of an admitted evil is a sort 
of condonation thereof. But when thecity or state 
taxes an evil which to any degree, or in any place 
or for any reasou, Cannot be extirpated, no admis- 
sion is made crimplied as to the evil tolerated. 
The right ot taxation of all forms of industry and 
trade is undoubted, and, so far as the traffic in 
stroug drinks is concerned, the common sense and 
moral sense of most intelligent men, even of those 
who use strong «rinks, will sustain a heavy—al- 
most puvitive or repressive—rate of taxation. This 
has been the case in Illinois and Ohio, andit would 
behere. Let us give the system a good trial in th’s 
rum and beer cursed metropolis. And let the sys- 
tem have the benefit of a good, appropriate and 
moral bame. Let us call it ‘‘taxation of the rum 
and beer trafiic,”’ and notify all concerned that op- 
position on the part of the taxed will only breed a 
growing demand for taxation more and more ex- 
emplary ané efficient. Itis high time that temper- 
ance action took the place of temperance contro- 
versies. . 


The feeling in New York seems to 
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the regulated drinking under a goo} high li- 
cense or high tax law is better than the un« 
regulated drinking which is such a curse un- 
der the probibition system. The different 
temperance factions show a disposition to 
unite upon a practical measure rather than 
waste time in fighting for a missionary re-

an encouraging sign of the times to see New 
York wrestling with this problem, and we 
feel assured that her law-makers will take a 
long stride in the direction of genuine re- 
form.

THE Chicago papers say that Henry Spies 
the proxy who married Miss Van Zandt, has 
not been arrested for bigamy, though a rumor 
was afloat that he had been put behind the 
bars. Henry Spies is a married man, and there 
are those who bold that in marrying Miss Van 
Zandt by proxy he committed bigamy. On the 
other band, there are those who take the posi- 
tion that he committed a crime by personating 
another. In reference to bigamy, the law of 
Illinois is about the same as that of other states, 
and there is nothing said about marrying by 
proxy. The Jaw, however, says that no insane 
person, or idiot, shall marry, and it looks like 
that ought to shut out the whole 
Spies- Van Zandt crowd, <A quotation 
from Kent’s Commentaries states that— 

No peculiar ceremonies are requisite, the very 
fUlndaticn aud essence of the contract being coa- 
sent freely given by parties to the contract. If a 
contract be made per verba de presenti and re- 
mains without hitlens or if made per verba 
de fntura and be followed by consummation, it 
ameunts to a valid marriage, in the absence of al} 
civil rules tothe contrary. and which the parties 
cannot dissolve, and it is equally binding as if 
made in faci eeclesiw. 

The Illinois supreme court says: 

The maxim ofthe law is inexorable that it is the 
consent of parties, and not their concubinage, that 
constitutes valid marriage. 

There appears to be nothingtin the charge 
that Henry Spies personated another in act- 
ing asa proxy for his brother, and hecertain'y 
did not consent to marry Miss. Van Zandt and 
she did not consent to marry him. People 
have been married by telegraph and by tele- 
phone, but it would seem that when it comes 
to a proxy in suck affairs, he should have a 
very explicit power of attorney. The longest 
ceremony docs not tie a nuptial knot any tight- 
er than itis tied by a justice who exclaims: 
“Stand up; grab hands; hitched; two dollars!” 
But there are certain things necessary to make 
a marriage binding, and they should not be 
ignored, Colonel Bob Ingersoll, who knows 
[}Jinois law talks in this wise: 

If the man could marry by proxy I suppose the 
girl could, too, and the justice of the peace might 
act by proxy, and soon, until a family might be 
raised by proxy—all of which would breed what 
lawyers call ‘proxi mateZdamages. In olden times 
the kings used to send messengers for brides, but 
it never was a very satisfactory way. It was much 
iu that manner thatSPaoliand the Francesca got 
in‘o.trouble. If a man has anything of that 
kind to do he had better go himself In love agents 
and proxies cannot be trusted. “Mind your own

It is irne that the Twiggs swords have a great ints 
trinsic value, but that is not comparable to theg 
heroic fand historical wirih. No soldier in the 
Unjed States army so distinguished himself at the 
hate of Cerro Gordo as did General Twiggs, He 
W as an old ofticer of the regular army, who entered, 
before the West Point academy was established, 
He lived long enough to serve the confederaey 
though he was an old man when he§relaxed his al. 
legiance to the cause of the union, 
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For his valor and efliciency at Cerro Garde ha 
was accorded the recognition of his native city, 
Augusta, of the state of Georgia, and of the CONs 
gress of the United States. The honors thus ten. 
dered to him took the form which was most grag 
ious to his knightly heart. The three words 
which were given to him were more precious in 
his sight than any other reward could have been, 
They are the costliest weapons ever made iy thig 
country, and their aggregate value is about $40,000, 

The hilt of the sword presented by the state of 
Georgia is ofsolid gold, richly jeweled, and the 
blade is of silver. The coat of arms of the stage 
forms the head of the handle. The sword voted by 
the city of Augusta has a hilt of exquisitely carye@ 
pearl heavily mounted with gold. The blade igor 
steel, engraved with patriotic (legends, and the 
scabbard is of gold. 

The costliest of the three swords is that awarded 
by a vote of congress. It is, perhaps, the finest 
sword ever made. The diamonds which sparkle 
in its hilt are worth thousands of dollars, and the 
keen, long blade is of burnished gold, encased ing 
scabbard of embossed silver. 

When the northern invasion of the south began; 
General Twiggs sent these three swords to New 
Orleans for safe keeping. He entrusted them tg 
the care of a lady in that city, who placed them in 
a bank vault. When General butler captured 
New Orleans he opened all the strong 
boxes to see what they contained, and to keep 
whatever was valuable. The Twiggs swords con- 
stituted the capital prize in this original Louisiang 
lottery, and General Butler was delighted whem 
he laid his rapacious hands on them, 

A bright idea struck him as he contemplated 
their beauty, and reflected on the suggestions 
which they brought to his mind, It wastosend 
them to President Lincoln as a present. Hedid 
so. Abraham Lincoln, who did not have Butler’s 
keen appreciation of silver and gold, paompily de- 
clined the proffered gift and delivered the swords 
to the secretary of the treasury for safe keeping. 

They lay in the vaults of the treasury until 
the war was over, and then were exhibited in®& 
“lass case as one of the trophies of the victorious 
army. 

When the bureau of engraving and printing wag 
established, the Twiggs swords were transierred to 
it, an«l have always attracted more aticntion therg 
even than the manufacture of greenback». 

There are several contestants for these precioug 
swords, and the bill which has just passed the 
house does not decide to whom they shall be 
awarded. It merely declares that the swords shall 
he delivered to the heirs or legal representatives 
of the deceased General { Twiggs, and leaves the 
court of claims to determine that question of fact

reasonable cause to believe that measures specially 
uffecting the interests of such company are 
pending before congress,or are about to be so pend- 
ing during his term of office. Any person who 
violates the provisions of this act shall be guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and may be punished by impris- 
onment not exceeding one year, or by a fine not 
exceeding five hundred dollars, or by, both in the 
discretion of the court.

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THE INTERSTATE COMMERCE LAW. 


The Presidengpigns the Bili--The Attorney 
General's Opinion. 

WaAashinaTon, February 4.—-The president, 
at 5 o'clock this afternoon, sigued the inter- 
state commerce bill, and it thus became a law. 

The signing was in full accord with the 
opinion of Attorney General Garland, rendered 
to him on last Monday, and it is.very well un- 
derstood to be in accorcanece with the views of 
the cabinet. The attorney general was asked 
tonight to give bis views in regard to the biil, 
and explain wherein it differed from the senate 
bill of two years ago, which he opposed on the 
ground that it was unconstituzional. He de- 
clined to do se, saying that he regarded the 
opinion be had given to tbe president on the 
subject as strictly contidential. It is learned, 
however, from trustworthy sources, 
that the attorney general, as well as the presi- 
dent. considers the bil! which has just become 
a Jaw free from all material features which 
were objectionable inthe senate bill of two 
yeurs ago. According to this information, the 
attorney’ general’s objection to the old bill was 
to the vast powers of a legislative and judicial 
character that were given to the commission. 
The attorney general is said to hold that the 
present bill does not confer judicial powers on 
the commission, but puts them in the courts on 
a report from the commission, and that it does 
not confer-legislative power, except in the 
fourth section—the long and short haul clause 

and that this is warranted by numberless pre- 
cedents in the legislative history of the govern- 
ment.

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AS WIDE APART A5 EVER. 


Speaker Carlisle Writes a Letterto Mr, Ran- 
dall Defining Tariff Reform, 

WASHINGTON, February 4.—Speaker Car- 
lisle, acting for the tariff reformers in the 
house, bas written a letter to Representative 
Randall, defining the position of the tariff re- 
formers on the question of tariff reduction, 
and particularly with respect to the bill recently 
framed by the protection democrats. The let- 
ter was unobtainable tonight, and it is said 
will not be made public until a reply to 
the jetter can be drafted. Itis learned, how- 
everthat the letter, while couched .in the 
most ¥ordial terms, expresses the entire ability 
of thé tariff reformers to accept the internal! 
revenue features of the bill prepared by the 
protection faction of the democratic party 
and express a desire for a much larger reduc- 
tion in customs duties than the bill contains. 
Scme eighteen or twenty instances are pointed 
out in the letter in which, it is alleged, the 
duty is increesed instead of decreased. The 
spezk er then, in behalf of his wing of the party, 
advances propositions upon which to unite the 
party in favor of the bill to reduce the surp!us 
revenue. The customs features of this propo- 
sition are said by the Randall men to be buta 
slight modification of -the Morrison bill. It is 
prepesed that most of the articles on the Morri- 
son free list be incorporated in the new bill, in- 
cluding sait, lumber, wool, fish, etc. The letier 
says it is impossible for the revenue reformers 
to agree upon the internal revenue 
features of the Randall bill 
without very material modification. 
On this point the speaker suggestsa willing- 
ness 10 greatly modify the methods of coliec- 
tion of taxes so as to render the laws less op- 
pressive, and declares a readinessto reluce 
taxes on to>acco and fruit, brandies ia certain 
cases, but not to repeal internal revenue tixes 
on these articles. This portion of the lett+r is 
said to te in line with the Breckenridge bill.

In answer to the question, “What do you 
think of Richmond Terminal?” Mr. John McAner- 
ney, formerly vice-president of the company, said 
yesterday:

NO DOUBT ABOUT A BED OF COAL 
NEAR AUSTELL, 


The Facts About the Discovery of Anthracite Coal 
at Sweetwater Creek—A Drill That Has No: 
Bien Used Because Land Owners Object 
An Interesting Statement, Etc. 


THE CONSTITUTION yesterday morning con- 
tained an account, based on rumor, of the dis- 
covery of anthracitejcoal near Austell. Addi- 
tional particulars have been learned which 
partially, if not wholly, substantiate the rumor. 

Coal has been found, and its development 
depends on the willingness of the owners of 
the preperty to sell. 

Fiom an Atlanta man who was on the groun1 
when the analysis of the coal was made, and 
who is interested in the development of the 
property, the facts in the matter are obtained. 
His name, for good reasons, is withheld for the 
present, 

While workmen were engaged in building 
abridge over Sweetwater creek for the East 
Tennessee road, and while driving plles for the 
trestle work, they struck a hard substance in 
the bed of the creek, which, on being pulled 
up, was of a very bright appearance. One of 
them, a miner of about thirty years’ experi- 
ence, attracted by the brightness and smooth- 
ness of the rock, as he supposed, broke off a 
piece and putit in his pocket, throwing what 
remained into the creek, but forthe time being 
kept his secret to himself. That night he re- 
turned te the spot and endeavored to recover 
what had heen thrown into the creek, but 
Withont snecess. 

Feeling convinced that his “find” was a min- 
eral of some value, he came to Atlanta and bad 
an analysis made by one of the chemists of 
this city. It was pronounced aunthra- 
cite Coal a first class quality 
and the tinest in the world. Desiring to pro- 
cure additicnal tests, negotiations were entered 
into with a Vennsylvania expert, who was In- 
duced to come to Austell at an expense of 3390, 
and make an analysis. This expert, who is 
one of the bighest authorities on mineralogy in 
the United States, also pronouncel it a 
class quality of anthracite coal, 

MJated at his success, the finder set to work 
to form a company to buy thé mineral rights 
for that section and develop the property. <A 
public meeting oi the citizens was held and a 
company formed with plenty of capital, but 
soon as the owners of the land heard of 
matter they raised the price of thdir 
from 330 an acre to $190, and 
went as high as #200 an acre. A
